With the rapidity of lightning, flames burst 
up through every part of the vessel, and the 
Cuptain and crew seeing the hopelessness of 
saying the schooner, jumped overboard and 
endeavored to reach the shore. Some of 
the latter got away in safety, but three sea- 
men and the Captain were not so fortunate, 
for before they could reach the shore, the 
flames had communicated with tho petro- 
leum ou the surface of the water now about 
them, and which burnt with a fierceness and 
strength fall hy to “Greek fire.’ The 
Captain struggled manfully to save his own 
life, but in the midst of his straggles, sur- 
rounded by fire and water, he sank to rise 
no more. Though his struggles were wit- 
nessed by mipy persons who lined the 
precipitous buvks of the canal, with ropes 
at hand to aid the sufferers, they could not 
possibly give him the least assistance. It 
was a heart-rending sight, and one that will 
not be forgotten by those who wituessed 
the painful scene, 
tion of two seamen from the schooner Bre- 
den, which was not fur off, those in the wa- 
ter were rescued, though the rescuers were 
themselves burnt during their humane exer- 
tions. The vessel burnt to the water's edge 
and is a complete wreck. Apart from the 
aature of the fire, the scene was inconceiy- 
ably grand, and outshone many an claborate 
pyrotechnic aipley, As tho fire progress- 
ed, barrels of oil would shoot up ia the air, 
rocket-like, and bursting at a great height 
the firo would radiate in overy direction, 
illuminating up the sky with a vivid light.
